The Pension Minute contained 
in the “ Regulations of Hongkong 
1914" is amended by the addition 
of the following clause after 
clause No. 15:— .

‘Sie Ratan Tata, af York House, 
Twickenham, Middlesax (formar 
ly’ the «residence of the Doe 
@’Orlaans), and of Bombay, India, 
aw Parnes merchant, af Messrs. 
Tata, Sona, and Co, largely 
‘interested in the Tata Iron and 
Steel"Mills, and various Indian 
cattan and power companies, and 
inatitutiona in India, who died at 
St. Ives, Cornwall on the Sth 
September, 1918, aged 47 years, 
from the effects of being 
torpedvel while on passage 
from India ta England, lefsestase 
in the United Kingdom of 
tho gross value of £191,860 28. 9d., 
with net persanalty £131,661 3a. 
Sd. His Indian property was 
walued for the Indian grant at 
Ral,O0.18,085, and this at tha 
current exchange value amounts 
to £1,.85,647, making the total 
value of the property £LISL 507, 

The testator left his art collec- 
tion at York House, Twickenham, 
and at Tata Honse, Rambays, to 
the Prince of Wales Museum, 
Rampart Raw, Bombay, to be 
called the Ratan Tata Art Collec- 

ion; his property at
